S.O. 306(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 27 of the 
Coir Industry Act, 1953 (45 of 1953), and confirmed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, the Coir Board hereby makes the following bye-laws to amend the 
Coir Board General Provident Fund Bye-Laws, 1977, namely :— 

1. (i) These Bye-laws may be called the Coir Board General Provident 
Pond (Amendment) Bye-laws, 1992. 

(11) These shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Coir Board General Provident Fund, Bye-laws, 1977, In 

Byc-law 5 :— 

'i) for the words, “All temporary servants of the Board after a conti¬ 
nuous service of one year”, the words, “All temporary servants 
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of the Board including apprentices and probationers, who are 
appointed against regular vacancies and are likely to continue 
for more than two years, at any time before the completion of 
one year’s service”, shall be substituted.
